of the ſame nature with thoſe of this World, is not inconfillenc- 
_ with them, doth not uſurp upon them; doth not prejadie or fn 
feeble them, hath nothing in common with them, needs ir not, 
ſeeks it not, Yet for all this, in the Pſalm before us, we find the 
World in a ferment and violent Heat about it ;- great Conſultations 
and Endeavours, among all ſorts and ranks of Men, high and low, 
Tich and poor, honourable and -baſe, for the wreſting of the Royal 
Scepter out of his hand, the ſhaking and overturning of his ſacred 
and highly-exalted Throne. In ſhort , tho he 'be the beſt Friend 
that ever the World had, not a Deſtroyer, but a Saviour; yet he 
bad and hath a world of Enemies, who would break hs barids aſun- 
der, and caft away his Cords from them, Which is egregious folly , 
and ingratitude in the height. | 

But the queſtion is, Why do they ſo? Why do they rage, and 
ſet their Wits at work? Why do they combine and unite together 
againſt him? Why is all this ſtir 'and buſtle? Why cannot Men be 
quiet ? Why do they thus bid defiance to the God of Love, to the 
Prince of Peace ? You find no Anſwer in this Pſalm returned to this 
Queſtion, and ſurely no other reaſon of this averſneſs from him 
can be aſſigned, but this, viz. His being an irreconcilable Enemy 
to the luſts of Men, and their ſinful Practices 3 his Government, 
whereever it is erefted, not allowing the reign of Sin, 'which the 
hearts of the Sons of Men are ſo much devoted to, and mad up- 
on, that they will not be divided from it, but prefer it before 
the Lord of Life-and Glory ; and if they are fixedly reſolved fo to 
do, let them go on tifl Divine Vengeance 'overtake them. | 

However theſe their aftings upon Earth are taken notice of by one 
in Heaven. There the Great Jehovah, the God and Father of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ſits as a ſtrict and curious Obſerver of the Spirits, 
and Ways, and Doings of men: He ſees what is the matter of 
| their Debates, what the iſſue of their Conſults, what is agreed upon 
in their greateſt Privacies, and what is done by them in their open 
Hoftilities 3 and as he obſerves all, ſo he doth it with a perfect Se- 
renity, without any trouble or afflitive commotion , without any 
undue concernedneſs for his Son's intereſt and honour. Notwith- 
\ ſtanding all the Confuſions that are, and will be here below, all the 
attempts of wicked and unreaſonable men, he enjoys himſelf as 
becomes a God, in undiſturbed Peace and Qatetneſs, and-a plero- 
 phory of Sarisfaion as to his own Counſels, and «the ſucceſs-of 

them, For his Underſtanding is Infinite, ſo that he cannot be out? 
witted, nor over-reached; end his own Arm is ſufficient for him, fo

poſſibility of defeating any of his everlaſting Purpoſes, or fruſtra- 
cing any of his glorious Ends; his Counſels ſhall ſtand, and the 
thoughts of his heart to all Generations, | | 
Hence it comes to paſs, that while they rage, he laughs; and 
while they are putting forth the utmoſt of their skif] and ſtrength, 
he looks upon them with an holy Deriſion and Contempt; and while 
they are raiſing the Poſſe Terr, the Powers of the Earth, againſt 
Chrift, he knows there is noneed of raiſing the Poſſe Czl; for him; 
No need of raiſing his Hoſts, or of arming and ſending twelve Le- 
gions of Angels to his aſſiſtance. No, no, in order to their Con- 
fuſion and fatal Diſappointment, it is full out enough for him to 


| ſpeak to them, only it is in his anger, and that will vex them by 


turning their Counſel backward , and tumbling their Perſons head- 
long into Deſtrution, which ſhall certainly be in due time. The 
Word of God carrieth along with it, a mighty Power and Efficacy. 
With a word he created the World , and brought this excellent Fa- 
brick of Heaven and Earth out of nothing. It was but his Fiar, and 


the Work was done; and by the word of his Power he upholds 


all. things, ſo that they do not fall and return into their firſt No- 
thing. And with a word he can blaſt all the ProjeCts of his Son's 
Adverſaries,' and wither every Arm. that is ſtretched out againſt 
him. |

A. To which I anſwer thus, Sox is to be taken two ways, literally 
_: = .and myſtically. . Sor inthe literal Acceptation, was a'confiderable 
E Mountain in Feruſalem, which had been formerly in-the Poſlefſion | 
: -of the Febuſites, and was by them kept until the time of Dewid, | 
the ſecond King of 17rae}, but the firſt good one , 2 Sam. 5. 7: The #* 
King and his men went up to Feruſalem to the Febuſites, the mibabitants 
of the Land, which ſpake unto David, ſaying," Except thou"take away 
the blind and the lame , thou canſt not come i hither ; thinking David 
cannot come in bither ; nevertheleſs David took the ſtrong hold of 
Sion, the ſame is called the City of David. This Hill had two tops, 
upon one of which was buile the Tower or City of Dawid; and up- 
on the other afterwards, was built by Solomon 'his 'Son, the Tem- 
ple of the Lord, and that top was Mount Moriah, 'as you may 
ſee in the 2 Chron. 3. 1. Then Solomon began to build the" boaſt of 
- the Lord at Feruſalen in Mount Moriah, where the Lord had appeared 
. timto David his Father. 7 , 
| Sion inn the myſtical Acceptation is no other than the Church-of 
God. We find that Chriſt himſelf, who is the King of Saints;''and 
Head of the Body , is frequerly in Scripture called by-thename 
of David. Thus Ezek. 34. 23724. I will ſet up one Shepberd:'over 
them, and he ſhall feed them, even my ſervant David he ſhall feed them, 
and he. ſball be their Shepherd.. And Ithe Lord will be tbeir God, and 
my ſervant David a Prince among them ; I the Lord have ſpoken it:

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bat , Hoſe 2. 5. Afterward Y ſhall the children of Iſrael return 


"and [eek the Lord their God, and David their king, and they ſhall fear 


the Lord and his goodneſs, in the latter days; - Chriſt in theſe, and 
other ſuch -like places is to be underſtood by David; and he bath 
his Name given him, becauſe he was to be of the Seed of David, 
the Royal Line, and David was the Type of him, being (as was 
before hinted) the firſt good and gracious King in T/rae/, tender 
over that People of God, and faithful to their intereſt, ruling them 
with Wiſdom and Love, not tyrannically with a Rod of Iron. 

Now as Chri/# the King, is called by the Name of David; So the 
Goſpel-Church, which is his Kingdom, the place of his gracious and 
ſpiritual Reſidence, is called by the name of So: 3 fo you find it in 
Hebr. 12. 22. Te are not come to the mount that burned with fire, 
nor to blackneſs, and darkneſs, and tempeſt ; but ye are come unto 


. mount Sion, and unto the City of the living God, the heavenly Jeruſa- 


lem, z.e. to the Church, both Militant, in which you are Con: 
verſant; and Triumphant, of which you are now Members ; that ' 
Church which is the Seat of Chriſt, and Habitation of God.. So 
Iikewiſe in Revel. 14. 1. 1 looked, andlo, a Lamb ſtood ym mount 
Sion, and with him an hundred forty four thouſand, having his Fathers 
name written in their foreheads. The Mount Sion here meant, is 
the Church of God, where Chriſt ſtands to look to it, and take par- 
ticular conſtant Care of it, which he always did, and will ſtill go 
onto do, Theſe hundred forty and four thouſand that were with 
him, arethe Elect of God, and effeCtually called, who have ſubmit- 
ted to him, are followers of him, and take his part, and areready to 
take vp his Croſs, whenſoever called to it. And this Mark or Seal 
doth ſiznifie, both the ſanRifying work of the Spirit in their Hearts, 
by which they are brought over to Chriſt; and alſo his ſtrengthen- 
ing work, whereby they are kept ſtedfaſt with him, notwithſtanding 
all the diſcouragements they find in themſelves, all the Tempra- 


tions and Oppoſitions that are made againſt them by Hell, and all 


the Aflitions and Perſecutions they meet with from the World. 
And it is faid to be in their Foreheads, to note out unto us, not only 
the bleſſeF fruit which they bring forth in the ſight of all them thac 
know them, Good and Bad, Friends and Foes ; but alſo their open, 
bold'and undaunted owning and profeſſing of Chriſt ; whoſe they 
are, and to whom they reſolve td cleave in the darkeſt days, and 
moſt menzcing dangers. Like unto thoſe Benjamites, who ſaid, 
1 Chron. 12.18. Thine are we, David, and on thy ſide, thou Son of

nity. Among many great and precious Promiſes, which are made to 
the Goſpel-Church under the name of Siex, that is one, Iſa. 60. 14. 
The ſons of them that afflifted thee, ſhall come bending unto thee; and all 
they that deſpiſed thee, ſhall bow themſelves down at the ſoals of thy 
feet, and they ſhall call thee the Gjty of the Lord, the Sion of the Holy 
Ore of Thrael, Now Mount So: is thus made uſe of, as the Type 
and Figure of the Church of Chrift in new Teſtament-times, the 
times of the Meſſiah, upon ſuch accounts as theſe : 

Firſt; Becauſe of the ſpecial Preſence of God there, above any 
other place in the World, Pal. 13%. 13, 14. The Lord bath choſen 
Sion, he hatlr deſired it for his Habization. This is my reſt for ever, here © 


will I dwell, for 1 have deſired it. It was the place of his choice, 


and of his deſire, and of his delight. It pleas'd him'to abide, and 
ro give Audience to his People there ; there he met them, and 
heard their Prayers, and made Manifeſtations of himſelf to them; 
the Houſe built there, he filled with his Glory. Now the fpiritu« 
al and gracious Preſence of God, is in his Church , and with bis 
People: From the wicked he ſtands at a diſtance, he looks upon 
them afar off. We read inthe Revelation, That myſtical Babylon a 
a Habitation of Devils, a Cage of unclean Birds, and foul Spirits. But 
the true Church is the Habitation of God; there he dwells, there - 
he gives forch his Light, and his Loves; there he makes his People - 

Joyful ;- the midſt of the golden Candleſticks is the pleaſant walk 
of the bleſſed Jeſus: Hence ir is, that (as the Apoſtle Paul faith in 
Epheſ: 2. 21.) all the building fitly framed together , groweth unto an 


.  boly temple in the Lord ; that is, the univerſal Catholick Church 


doth fo, that is the Temple of God; and then. he adds in ver, 22. 
in whom you alſo are builded together for an habitation of Ged through 


_ the Spiric. © Not only the univerſal Church (that which is rightly ſo 


called) but alſ9 particalar Churches, as that in Epheſus, thoſe in 
Lonton, or in any other Country, City, Town, which are called, 
united, conſtituted, order'd regularly, or according to the Pattern 


| given in the Mount, the Divine Will revealed and laid down in the 
- Sacred Sofiptures, are Temples and Habitations, in which the 


great God doth delight by his holy Spirit co dwell; yea, and fo are 
particular Saints,who have been really fanCtified,and made partakers 
of thoſe Gifts, which do not only adorn and grace the Perſon, but 
likewiſe render thoſe that have them truly gracious.

FB Sromd/;. Sion was a Type of the Goſpel-Chyrck:; and its'mame 
28 therefore ficly given to it, becauſe of the privpeding or going 


forth of the Goſpel from thence. T he fiery Lawy-as you know, 
was given upon, andfrom Mount S:naz, in a moſt terrible manner, 
ſo that Moſes himſelf fear'd and quak'd ;. bur the everlaſting Goſpel, 
or law of Grace, was from Mount $99, Ifa. 2. 3. Many people ſhall 
0 and ſay, Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, to 
the houſe of the God of facob, for be will ;ea69 wsbis ways, and we will 
walk in his paths, for out of Siun ſhall go forth the Law, and the word 
of the Lord from Feruſalem. The Law, i.e. not the law of Works, 
*but of Faith. 'The Law of the Redeemer, and the Word, 4. e. 
the Word of Reconciliation and Peace, the glad tidings of Life and 
Salvation, by him, who is the Fountain of Life, and the Author of 
eternal Salvation to all thoſe that accept and obey him. This 
. came firſt out of Si and Feruſalem, from whence it appears, that 
thoſe learned Men did not ſpeak without reaſon, who- have aſſerted, 
that the Church of Fer«/a/er had the beſt and moſt rightful claim 
'to that honourable Title of the Mother Church , whatever place 
' beſides doth pretend thereunto: So conſult P/al. 110. 2. The Lord 
will ſend the rod of thy ſtrength out of Sion. Now, what is that Roy, 
+bur the precious Goſpel accompanied with the Spirit, which is the 
Power of God to Salvation, by which he conquers and ſubdues a 
People to himſelf, and alſo Rules and Governs them. 
Now upon this account, the Church may well be called Sic, 
-. becauſe there are made moſt bleſſed, Revelations of Jeſus Chriſt, 
and of Mercy, Grace and Peace, m and thorough him; there 
are the Divine Oracles, there are unlocked, and ſweetly open- 
. ed, thoſe profound and glorious Myſteries, Which were con- 
. ceal'd and kept hid from Ages and Generations. There is made 
known unto the Principalities and Powers in heavenly Places, 
| moxumhiurncs a64le 74 beg] The manifold Wiſdom of God, viz, in the 
- hole Oeconomy, both of mans Redemption by Chriſt, and of 
the Government of the Church in its various Ages and Periods, from 
the beginning of the World. | 
Thirdly, Sion is fitly uſed for a Type of the Goſpel-Church, upon 
the account of its Eminency ; it was high.and lofty , Pſal. 68. 15: 
The hill of God, # as the hill of Baſhan, an high hill as the hill of Ba- 
' i ſhan. That of Baſhan, was a very high Hill, - riſing up with ſeve- 
ral tops, but not to be compared with $707; for ag he faith in the 
' «next verſe, 'Why leap ye, ye bigh bills, this is the bill which God defe- 
reth to dwell in, yea the Lerd will dwell in it for ever. $0 —— 
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comelineſs upon it, and doth not appear in any of the rotten Rags, 
or gaudy Attire of a' loathſome Harlot. And beſides, there is a 
moft gracious Promiſe made to the Church, which ſhall have its 
certain and full accompliſhment in due ſeaſon, Iſa. 2. 2. It ſhall come 
to paſs in the latter days, (and hath he ſaid it, and will he not doit? 
Yes, Without all doubt he will) chat rhe mountain of the Lords houſe 
fuall be eſtabliſhed in the top of the mountains, and exalted above the - 
hills; that is, ithere is a time coming, and I would hope it is not far 
off, the nearer it is, the better, when the true Church of Chriſt 
ſhall be the Head, and not the Tail; when ſhe ſha!l not be as a 
- Scullion among the Pots, but as a Bride made rezdy for her Hu(- 
band ; and when that Religion which came down from Heaven, 
and will carry them to Heaven who ſincerely profeſs and praftice 
jt; that Religion which is pure and undefiled, before God and the 
Father, ſhal} prevail againſt all the falſe and counterfeit Religions 
in the World; as it doth now excel them all in-Truth, Purity and 
Glory, fo it then ſhall in Virtue, Power and Efficacy. Dagon ſhall 
fall* before the Ark of God, and the Idols be utterly aboliſhed, 
Yea, tho they be made of Silwer or Gold, which men have made, each 
one for himſelf to werſhip, yet ſhall they be caſt to the moles, and tothe 
bats, Ifa.2:20. The Inventions of Men ſhall be made to give place to- 
the Appointments and Inſtitutions -of Chriſt; and the Doctrines. of 
Devils ſhall diſappear, and vaniſh before the Doctrine of the Goſpel. 
Babylon ſhall be made a Hiſſing- and Confuſion, but Feraſaltm a 
Re»ycing, and her People a Joy; this we do now rejoyce. in the 
Faith of, and patiently . wait for the glorious and- happy perfor- 
mance.

4}. - © Wirtb!y, Sion-was a Type or Figure of the Goſpet-Church, be- 
cauſe of its Firmneſs and Stability. It is ſaid in Pſal; 125. 1. They 
' that truſt in the Lord, ſhall he. as mount Sion, which cannot be remcved, 
but abideth for ever. 'So ſhall the Church; yea, tho the Hills do de- 
part, and the Hills be removed, even Sjow it ſelf at the end of the 
World , yet the Church ſhall abide, and when it ceaſeth to be in 
any part Militant, it ſha!l be throughout Triumphant. Let Men 
and Devils combine, and unite their Strength, and. do their worſt, 
the Church ſhall {ftand the ſhock, and outlve their Fury. They 
may Rage, Perſecute and Kill, they may Impriſon,- Inſlave, and 
by their Cruelties force ultitudes from their own Countries, and 
native Soils ; but when they have done, Chriſt will ſhew himſelf ro be 
above them. They may weary :bemſelves in the greatneſs of their 
way, and ſweat and fret in their Gears, but they ſhall never reagh 
their deſigned and deſired End. They may ſay, Roze her, raze 
her, even to the Foundation ; but Jeruſalem is a burthenſome 
Stone, upon whomſcever it falls, it will grind them to Powder. 
This ſpiritual Vine, which Gods own right hand hath planted, may 
be cut-and wounded, and bleed ſorely, but it ſhall not be to Death s 
the old and excellent ſaying, is at this day. as true as ever, Saz- 
guis Martyrum ſemen Eccleſiz, The Blood ofthe Martyrs is the Seed 
of the Church. The more Martyrs there are, the more Believers 
| there ſhall be. Pau/s bonds did curn to the furtherance of the Goſpel; 
; and ſo have done, and ſhall do, the patient ſufferings and joyful com- 
| fortable Deaths of others, in the Cauſe,and for the ſake of Chriſt,and 
bis Truths and Worſhip. Let all the Enemies do their beſt, and their 
worſt too, God will have a People in the World to praiſe his Name, to 
load his Altars, and to ſerve him in the beauty of Holineſs. In the 
worſt of times, when 4hab had the Throne, and Idolatry was grown 
rank and rampant, there were ſeven thouſand in 1/r2e/ that had not 
bowed the Knee to Baal; fo,tho at ſome times the number of faithful 
Profeſſors may be much diminiſhed by miſerable Perſecution,and far 
more miſerable 'Apoſtacy.; yet there ſhall be ſo many preſerved, as 
ſhall be a ſeed to- ſerve him, and accounted to him for a Generation, and 
| that ſeed being water'd with the Divine bleſſing, ſhall bappily ſpring 
up in its ſeaſon, and yield a mighty increaſe, There is a ſweet and 
precious Promiſe of eternal Truth, gone out of the. mouth of him 
who. is the faithful Witneſs, upon which it -is our duty, and richly 
worth our while to live, and in the aſſurance thereof greatly to re- 
Joyce, Mat.

livered and committed to him. As he is the eternal Son of the eternal 
Father, the ſecond Perſon in the ſacred Trinity, God equal with God, 
he hath a natural Kingdom : As he is Mediator, as God-man,he hath 
Regnum Occonomicam, a diſpenſatory Kingdom, unto which he was 
appointed and anointed; this was the Fathers Donative,he made him 
| Head of the Church, and head over all things to the Church. So 
that his Authority and Royal power extends it ſelf unto all the world; 
for at his name, that is not to be underſtood of the Syllabical name 
of Jeſus, but his power, and to that every knee ſhall bow, even the 
ſtiffeſt; all in heaven, all in earth, and all under earth, Angels, Men, 
and Devils, all are ſubje& to him, all to be order'd, imploy'd, ruld, 
over-ruPd, reſtrained by him as he pleaſeth.

which the Lord hath made, and ſeparated from the reſt of the 
Days: This is the Day which the Apoſtles and Primitive Chri- 


ſtians obſervedand met upon for Divine Worſhip, and Chriſt did 


honour thoſe their Meetings with his Perſonal Appearance a- 
mong them : This is that Day which is now to be particularl 
remembred and kept holy by us. Read what God faith, Ezek. 
20. 12. [gave them my Sabbaths to be a ſign between me and them, that 
hey might know that 1 am the Lord that ſanitifie them: And again A 
v. 20. Hallow my Sabbaths, and they ſhall be a fign between me a 
that ye may know that I am the Lord your God. What God there 


ſpeaks concerning the Fewiſh Sabbaths is true, and to be affirmed: 


of the Chriſtian Sabbath. It is a ſign between Chriſt and us, and- 
by our keeping of that, we own him for our Lord-Redeemer, 
for our Prince and Saviour; a polluting of that Day is a pratti- 
cal renouncing of Chriſt. And it hath been and always will be 


found, that Religion gains or loſeth in a Nation or City ; Godli-- 


neſs louriſheth or withers, according as the Inhabitants are more 
ſtri&t or remiſs in their Obſervation of that Day. Therefore ic 
concerns all Perſons, and particularly Governours, whether in 
Families or in Cities, to be exceeding careful to this Purpoſe. 
And Idolay this upon you as a burthen of Duty, that you do nor 
ſuffer the Lords ny: to be profaned, either by opening of Shops, 
and: following of Trades, or by Sports, and pang in Streets or 
Fields, or by Tipling and Gaming in Publick Houſes for Enter- 
tainment. Follow the Pattern which that excellent Goyernour 
ſet you, Nehem. 13. 15. 8c. Be you as careful for the obſervation 
of Chrilts Day, as others are for the obſervation of their own 


Days : So may you with an humble confidence pray as that good

and he ſerved his Generation according to the Will of God, ſo long as Gcd - 


would have him, and in good meaſure in ſuch a manner as God would have 
him. He walked in Communion with God, and he ruled in the Fear of 
God ; but when he had done his work, he fell aſleep : The Sleep of Death 
came with a Commuſſion from Heaven, and cloſed his Eyes ; Scepter 


dropt out of his Hand, and he dropt into his Grave. That 1s the Houſe of. 


all the Living, Princes and Nobles, Kings and Emperours, muſt take that : 
for their long home ; P/al. 82. 6, 7. I have ſaid, Te are Gods, and all of you 
Children of the maſt High. They are Gods Vicegerents, Gods Repreſenta- 
tives; they are Terreſtrial Gods. But be not proud of that, be not high 
minded, bur fear ; and to. that end, he whiſpers in their Ear, or rather tells 
them upon the Houſe-top, bue ye ſhall die like Men. You may ask,what may 


be the meaning of that ? I Anſwer, You may take it thus: They ſhall die - 
like Men, #, e. they know no more when they ſhall die thanfother Men, . 
whether ſome years hence, or to morrow, or to day ; and*they can tell no 


more than orher Men how they: ſhall die, whether a natural. or violent 


Death ; whether on a ſudden, or by ſome lingering and tedious Diſtemper. 


And again, they die like Men as to the Conſequences of Peath. They muſt 


be ſtript of all their Ornamentsand Royal Robes, and their Bodies muſt re- - 
turn to Duſt, and both Soul and Body muſt come to Judgment. Kings that 
are Supreme, and all Inferiour Magiſtrates, muſt ſtan1 before the Tribunal . 
of Chriſt, and there be judged ; their Rule ſhall be inſpeQted, their Govern: - 
ment examined, all their Words and Actions conſidered, and all the Sen» - 


tences that have been here paſt by them, all the Puniſhments that have beer: 


inflited by them, by their Authority and Order, ſhall be curiouſly and ex- - 
aQtly weighed in the Ballance of Juſtice.
